EXICO CITY, Feb. 26.— 
Indirectly the blame for 
the execution of William 
8. Benton was placed on the 
United States by the Mexican 
government tonight in a mem- 
orandum sent to Wad@hington, 
copies of which were delivered 
to the foreign legations here. 
Hope is expressed in the mem- 
orandum that the United States 
will recognize the evils which 
have developed following the 
permitting of the importation 
of arms by the rebels, and will 
take steps to remedy them. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.-— Presi- 
dent Wilson took the position to- 
day that for the United States to 
send marines or armed forces of 
any kind into Mexico without the 
consent of the governing authorities 
there, would be an act of war. He 
emphatically asserted that permis- 
sion never had been sought, either of 


Gen. Huerta or Gen. Carranza, and 
indicated no request of that cherac- 
ter would be made in the near future. 
The President announced, too, that 
no change in the policy of the Amer- 
ican government toward Mexico had 
been decided upon. 

The President had been asked 
about reports that American troops 
might be sent across the border to 
recover the body of William 8. Ben- 
ton, the British subject recently exe- 
cuted at Juarez, and , concerning pub- 
lished dispatches that the United 
States contemplated sending marines 
to Mexico City to guard the Amer- 
ican Embassy. 

One press dispatch, saying Gen. 
Huerta himself had stated today that 
he had refused permission to the 
United States to send 2000 marines to 
Mexico City, was shown to President 
Wilson, who said it was untrue that 
such a request had been made. He 
added that neither Charge O’Shaugh- 
nessy nor any one else had been au- 
thorized to discuss with the Huerta 
government the landing of American 
marines in Mexico. 

Administration officials expressed 
the opinion that Gen. Huerta prob- 
ably inspired the statement about 
American marines at this time merely 
for effect upon the Mexican people, 
whom he hoped to impress with his 
antipathy to the American govern- 
ment, as it is well known that per- 
mission to land marines for legation 
guards has been freely accorded by 
Huerta to other nations, including 
Great Britain and Germany. 


The President explained t the 
talk of sending marines to exico 
City had never gotten beyond the 


stages of mere discussion among ad- 
ministration officials. He said that 
when Great Britain and Germany sent 
marines to Mexico City to guard their 
legations, although the United States 
was apprised in advance of the step 
and offered no objections, there was 
a natural disposition here to deter- 
mine if the American government 
should take similar action. His in- 
formation, he added, was that Mexico 
City was quiet and that there was no 
danger to foreigners, and while 
Charge O'Shaughnessy, as well. as 
Rear-Admiral Fletcher, was asked for 
his opinino about an embassy 
guard, both advised that such a step 
was not necessary. 

It was clearly realized by the ad- 
ministration here at the time the dis- 
cussion began, that to ask the Huerta 
government for permission to land 
marines would involve a reeognition of 
that government. 

In discussing the subject of send- 
ing armed forces into Mexico, the 
President showed familiarity with the 
precedents pointing out that at the time 
of the Boxer rebellion the Chinese 
government practically had invited the 
allied powers to protect their lega- 
tions, because of its own Inability to 
do 80. 

The President saw no parallel in 
Mexico to the situation that existed 
at the time of the Boxer outbreak. 
When it was suggested to him that 
President Buchanan, in a message to 
Congress, had advocated sending 
troops into Northern Mexico to restore 
peace, Wilson spoke of having recent- 
ly read the message, and called atten- 
tion to the faflure of President 
Buchanan to pom out any rule of 
international law under which armed 
forces could be sent into another coun- 
try without the latter’s permission, un- 
less it were an act of war.

PASSES AWAY IN LONDON. 


{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.] 


ONDON, Feb. 26.—8ir John Ten- 

mel, for many decades the lead- 

ing British cartoonist, died to- 
Gay at the age of 94. 

Sir John mercilessly caricatured 
Abraham Lincoln during the Civil 
War. He was the dean of the world's 
great political cartoonists. 

Tenniel held the record for gon- 
tinuous service. Fifty years were 
spent, with scarcely @ holiday, as ear- 
toonist for London Punch. His pen- 


ell pleased miliions. Me set the prin- 
ciple of the political cartoon so firm- 
ly that it has been adopted the world 
over. His keen political foresight was 
worked out in more than 2000 
sketches, touching upon, and perhaps 
deciding, the great world events dur- 
ing the last half of the nineteenth 
century. 

Queen Victoria received the famous 
cartoonist and in 1893 knighted him 
for his services to his country. 

Hie first great achievement as an 
lliustrator was in his youth when he 
f guratively stepped into the heart of 
children of all nations as illustrator of 
“Aesop's Fables, and won even more 
fame as the original 
Lewis Carroll's “Alice in Wonder- 
land.“ 

“Do they suppose there te anything 
funny about me?” was his answer to 
the offer to join Punch in 1851. He 
had just submitted hie design for 
freaecoes in the Palace of Westminster. 
It was with reluctance that he gave 
up his ambition to be a great painter 
and accepted the offer. Ruskin onee 
said that the cartoonist might have 
won renown as a painter, and added: 
“Tenniel has much of the symbolic 
thystery of imagination which be- 
jonged to the great leaders of classic 


Tenniel was a wizard in forecasting 
political events. He and his as- 
ecciates would gather on Wednesdays 
and discuss the subject of the cartoon 
for next week's issue. Thus they had 
to decide a week in advance What 
was to be the outcome of current 
politieal troubles. In all his hat- 
century of service, Tenniel, it is said. 
made but one false phecy.

Administration's Legislative Pro- 
gramme Is Now the Principal Mat- 
ter for Consideration with the In- 
terstate Trade Commission Bill 


Holding the Right of Way. 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 
Senate and House committees today 
were turned toward perfecting as soon 
as possible the administration’s anti- 
trust legislative programme. 

The Senate Committee on Inter- 
state Commerce held its first hearing 
on the proposed bill to create an in- 
terstate trade commission and amend- 
ments to limit the scope of that com- 
mission and to make it a purely ad- 
visory and investigating body were 
submitted by Senator Newlands, chair- 
man of the committee. 

Hearings were held before the 
House Judiciary and Interstate Com- 
merce committees with relation to 
legisigtion to regulate holding com- 
panies, Federal control of railroad se- 
curities and shortening of judicial 
procedure under the Sherman anti- 
trust law. 

Amendments to the interstate trade 
commission bill prepared by Senator 
Newlands, chairman of the Interstate 
Commerce Committee, who conferred 
with President Wilson on the subject 
yesterday, where submitted to the 
committee today.

BERLIN, Feb. 26.—The movement 
in the German Imperial Parliament 
to abolish “sabre rule” by the army 
coliapsed today. Various bills were 
considered for prohibiting the in- 
tervention of the military without a 
requisition from the civil authorities 
forbidding the use of arms by the 
soldiery, except in self-defense, and 
subjecting soldiers to civil jurisdic- 
tion. 

A majority of the committee, com- 
posed of Conservatives, Clericals and 
Liberals, voted against the proposed 
measures. The introduction of the 
bills was brought about by the re- 
cent violent encounters between the 
military and civilian authorities at 
Zabern, Alsace. 

The government, however, an- 
nounced a few days ago that such 
legislation was beyond the powers of 
the Parliament, as it involved a con- 
stitutional amendment, opposed by 
the government.

ALEXANDRE DUMAS DISCUSSES 
TRANS-ATLANTIC TRIP. 


Four Motors to Be Worked Al- 
ternately to Do It.

PARIS, Feb. 26.— Alexandre Du- 
mas, the noted engineer, delivered a 
lecture tonight under the auspices of 
the Society of Aerial Navigation on 
the subject of a trans-Atlantic aero- 
plane flight. 

M. Dumas said he believed that a 
trans-Atlantic flight is possible al- 
though no machine exists at the pres- 
ent which is capable of making the 
flight. He said he had given the mat- 
ter most technical study and believed 
that an aeroplane which is to make 
a trans-Atlantic flight must be a giant 
as compared with those now in exist- 
ence. 

It must be able to carry ten tons 
and must have four 200-horse-power 
motors which will work alternately in 
groups of two. It must be able to 
carry four and half tons of petrol and

“Engineers tell me,” said er- 
icks yesterday, “that it will cost be- 
tween $3,000,000 and $4,000,000 to 
carry out the plans I have in mind. 
It is a mammoth outlay, but this 
county lost as much in the recent 
storm. 

“The aqueduct had its inception in 
proven needs. Now we have a sto-m- 
water bugbear and some one must 
take the initiative. Remember, I 
claim no credit for the scheme. for 
Frank H. Olmsted and other eminent 
engineers have urged it, and Olmsted 
has made a study of the situation and 
many surveys of diversion-routes.” 

Fredericks's plan, as he outlined it 
yesterday, is to divert the Los Angeles 
River from a point south of Vegala 
on the Santa Fe through a canal, be- 
tween ten and fifteen miles in length, 
which will run southeasterly to inter- 
sect the Rio Hondo and thus join the 
waters of the two streams for diver- 
sion into Alamitos Bay by way of 
New River.

ericks yesterday. “Oiled roads, as 
everyone knows, shed water like a 
duck’s back, but the willows have the 
advantage of preventing eroding.”

CHANNEL TO BE DREDGED. 

Harbor Engineer Jubb yesterday 
filed with the Harbor Commission 4 
map showing the silt deposited in 
the harbor channels by the recent 
storms. In the upper channels the 
average depth of silt is ten feet, and 
there is an average deposit of five 
feet in the lower channels. 

The damage to the city’s channels 
will amount to approximately $25,- 
000. Within the government har- 
bor lines the work of restoring the 
channels will fall upon the govern- 
ment. It was estimated by mem- 
bers of the Harbor Commission yes- 
terday afternoon that there are ap- 
proximately 1,250,000 cubic yards of 
silt to be removed. 


Maj. Raymond, resident United 
States Engineer, has informed the 
Harbor Commisgion that there is 


available $40,000 of the current ap- 
propriation for government Work at 
the harbor, and that he will at once 
arrange for the dredging of a thirty- 
foot cut through the main channel 
and have this work completed with- 
in thirty days. The silt will be de- 
posited on the submerged lands 
easterly of the Salt Lake tracks on 
T inal Island.

POWER COMPANIES DON’T 
“ACCEPT CITY CONTRACT. 


HE power companies want a 
week's further time within which 
to prepare and submit to the city 
an alternative proposition to the pro- 
posed contract for leasing their dis- 
tributing systems for handling elec- 


Los Angeles aqueduct power project. 
Members of the special negotiating

Chauffeur on Motorcycte Is 
Senseless With Fractured Skull by 
an Automobile.

The situation in Mexico grows worse 
hourly, The laws of nations and the laws 
of God are violated. Too long our gov- 
ernment has complacently allowed Amert- 
can citizens to be plundered and murdered 
by bandits who, taking unto themselves 
highsounding military titles, burn and 
slaughter indiscriminately. Foreigners have 
been and are still being killed. The robber 
Villa, in explanation of his execution of 


Spaniards, issued this reckless fulmination: 


“And all other foreigners, too, I will shoot 
without merey. Foreigners must be taught 
by terrible Mample not to meddle in Mex!- 
can politics.” As brutal as ever were the 
Boxers, the Mexican bandit chiefs are pur- 
suing the policy of extermination, and the 
United States government does nothing but 
walt. But the time has come when the 
United States should waive any “policy” 
that would prevent the nations of the world 
from protecting the interests of their sub- 
jects on this hemisphere. Our government 
should give them encouragement to inter 
vene and should unite with them in the n- 
tervention. The time has come when all 
the nations that have reasons for doing 80 
would be justified in massing a great mi. 
tary force to enter Mexico—not for the pur- 
pose of conquest, not to subvert the gor 
ernment, but to establish peace and orde, 


and to protect the lives and property

The powers of Kurope de 
mand ft and the citizens of the United 
States insist upon it. There is small choice 
between the blunder that would cause the 
heads of our administration to further ig- 
nore the frightful destruction and butchery 
in Mexico and that blunder which would 
cause us to intervene, single-handed, by 
force. In the latter event the factions of 
Mexico would, in all probability, unite 
against us as a common enemy, and we 
would face an indeterminable guerrilla war- 
fare, attended by uncalled for loss of life 
and money. There is no question that with 
an army of 200,000 men we could success- 
fully invade Mexico, crush all the forces 
she might put in the field against 


‘as, capture her capital and subvert her 


government; Dut that is etactly the thing 
we do not to do; the entire coun- 
try could not effectively be subjugated ex- 
cept after a long, bleody, expensive and 
exhausting campaign, with the possibility of 
international complications ever imminent. 

But world intervention would be justi- 
fied and defensible in this deplorable 
Mexican situation. The people of that war- 
racked country would know that it was for 
the purpose of consummating peace and the 
re-establishment ‘of prosperity. Even the 
most desperate bandit leaders would realize 
the futility of opposition. 

Among the nations possessing such in- 
terests in Mexico as to make them not only 
willing but eager to join in intervention, 
if given the opportunity, we believe are 
England, Germany, France and perhaps 
Italy and Japan. We have no doubt but 
that there are others who have justifiable 
reasons for joining with the United 
States. The peace strength of Germany is 


navy; of Great Britain it ig 254,000 men in 
the army and 137,500 in the navy; of 
France it is 720,000 in the army and 60,621 
in the navy; of Italy it is 250,000 in the 
army and 33,095 in the navy. The strength 
of the United States in the army (includ- 
ing staff and line) is over 84,000 and 64,780 
in the navy. ' 

With that tremendous and overwhelming 
force to draw on, the pro rafa of men and 
expense would be slight. The mora! effect 
of the world powers combining to end the 
brigandage and factional strife would be 
lacking if any one nation undertéSk the in- 
tervention. 

Again we affirm that no intervention 
should be for the purpose of subjugating 
Mexico. It must be an intervention for the 
protection of foreign rights as well as the 
redemption and pacification of Mexico. The 
unceasing warfare in that country has 
shown beyond all question that order can- 
not be restored by any Mexican power 
unaided. The so<alled revolution is and 


has been for years a savage strife between 


bandits for control. They care nothing for 
the country—all they seek is power and 
plunder; and, caught between the rival 


bands, innocent men and women are being 
crushed. 


Mexico must be pacified. There must be 


intervention—armed intervention. For the 


United States to intervene alone would 


mean almost unanimous opposition on the 


part of the Mexicans, and doubtless on the 
part of the Mexican Federal government; 


and such form of intervention would surely 


result in a long, disastrous war, which 


would become exceedingly unpopular in the 
United States within two years. But world 


intervention in the manner already outlined 
would probably result in no war at all, but 
in the early consummation of, peace, with 
resultant public order, private and persona! 
protection, and tremendous saving in life, 
property and money; not to speak of the 
great prosperity which would certainly fol. 
low, coupled with the inestimable blessings 
of peace, security and safety which would 
inevitably come to the republic as a whole.

As a 
vast stretch of time has elapsed since 
then, the Salt Lake Railway was able 
to build across the lake bed without 
knowing that Manix Lake once was 
there. This ancient lake was twenty 
to forty miles east of what now is 
Barstow, stretching from Kouns to 
Afton, and from near Hector and Troy 
on the Santa Fe northward for twen- 
ty-five miles. Many changes in c- 
mate have evidently come about in 
the Mojave Desert since the days 


the mastodon frequented Manix Lake, 
or left their bones on its shores, to 
be dug up by this University of Cal- 
ifornia expedition. 

Nowadays the Mojave River dries 
up early in its course, or at best fille 
only a tiny playa lake. But in the 
old days the flow was ample to offset 
een over 200 miles of lake 
surface, to supply the outlet stream, 
and to keep the lake fresh, as proved 
by the fresh-water mollusks and fish 
found in the fossil beds, which are 
a monument to the perished lake. It 
was perhaps the thrusting up of the 
great barrier of the San Bernardino 
Mountains, whose heights robbed the 
sea winds of their ocean moisture, 
which changed the climate and de- 
pri the Mojave region of the rain- 
fa t once made the lake ble. 
As the ages the outlet river 
cut ite way downward, the lake level 
fell, the accumulating sediments rose, 
and at last this ancient Manix Lake, 
once lying where now stretches the 
Mojave Desert, was as extinct as the 
camels and elephants that used to 
drink of ite sweet waters.
